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When the Horse Whispers 
By Marilou Newell 

Horses are ambassadors, social workers, healers, 
helpers, and friends to humans. Since their introduction 
to the American continent, horses have provided us with 
service and companionship. They have aided those who 
deal with a wide variety of issues from autism, intellectual 
and physical limitations, and numerous mental health 
disorders. Sometimes, the only living being able to 
connect with a person dealing with 'issues' is the horse. 
And then there are those horses whose uncanny ability to 
understand the needs of a person defies science. 

Copper was one of those special horses whose 
presence changed the lives of many. Seahorse Farm in 
Mattapoisett is where Copper spent his most influential 
years under the expert care of his owner, Julie Craig. 
Craig's background as an equestrian is nothing short of 
exceptional, having started at the age of three. She has 
trained with several Olympic medalists, earning USEF 
certification as an instructor. Craig shared with me that 
in the beginning, it was a friend's autistic brother who 
inspired her to begin thinking about using horses for 
therapy. About nine years ago, she partnered with Debbie 
Dyson and began a non-profit program for special needs 
adults, and thus Helping Hands and Hooves was born.

And it all began with Copper. 

Copper was gifted to Craig when his owner could 
no longer ride. It wasn't long afterward that Craig settled 
down and began giving lessons. Today, she is fulfilled. 
Her program brings the world of horses and riding to 
people who, historically would have been marginalized. 
She said, "They never even dreamed they could ride!" 
She has taken her students to the Special Olympics, and 
for the students and their families, it is the culmination of 
exceptional efforts on everyone's part. 

Copper is gone now, but certainly not forgotten 
by the hundreds of students at our local schools who met 
him during his yearly visits to the play yard or during 
Harbor Days. Teddy is now the main equine force at 
Helping Hands and Hooves. 

Barbara Archer also has seen what a horse can do 
for people who are dealing with a variety of challenges. 
With a background in early childhood education, a USDF 
Medalist, a coach for Bridgewater State University's

equestrian team, and a love for horses instilled at an early 
age. Archer has been a riding instructor since 1987. She 
knows that the skills learned while riding a horse often 
translate outside the arena. From tiny tender tots perched 
for the first time atop an animal weighting an average of 
1,100 pounds to the adults whose long-held secret dreams 
of riding are finally coming true, she has trained and 
coached them all. 

She said that sometimes a horse ''takes care of 
people'' with an ability to understand innately that the 
person sitting astride them isn't in control and therefore 
needs something that only the horse can provide. 

Although her program isn't specifically geared to 
those students whose needs are unique, over the decades 
she has worked with people whose health ranged from 
dealing with MS, to physical limitations and emotional 
concerns. Archer said that horses give these students a 
sense of power and confidence they otherwise would 
not experience. She also confided that witnessing this 
metamorphosis has at times been the most rewarding part 
of her day. 

I've seen that evolution in my own grand 
daughter. Emily Newell, 14, of Mattapoisett, has been 
riding since she was 6. This past summer she was a camp 
counselor helping children learn all about riding, from 
the proper use of the equipment, to the physiology of 
the horse. Yet Emily had her own issues to deal with. 
She said that when she first started riding she was very

scared. She had to overcome extreme anxiety that would 
sometimes overpower her, causing her to freeze while 
trying to maneuver a horse around the arena. Today, she 
is becoming a confident horsewoman. Emily said that the 
best part of riding for her is bonding with the horses. As 
her grandmother, I believe that is as it should be for her. 

Sarah Stubbs specializes in training the horse 
and the rider through greater understanding of the 
bio-mechanics involved. Her resume of achievements 
includes USDF medals and being a USDF "L" graduate 
with Distinction. Stubbs began riding at 12 and was also 
challenged with anxiety that abated while sitting on a 
horse. Years later, she has shared her expertise in training 
horses and riders with a wide range of students. Stubbs 
explained that a horse needs and wants to be balanced at 
all times, and therefore it takes a very calm and confident 
animal to handle special needs riders. 

Whether the rider has physical problems or 
isn't emotionally or mentally at ease, the animal will 
sense that. Only certain horses are able to deal with such 
concerns, she said. Stubbs said that when this population

of students has a chance to ride, they experience the 
strength of the horse allowing them to feel empowered in 
a way they can't during the course of a regular day She 
said that a horse is an athlete that the rider is partnering 
with, and that it is the riders' job not to compromise the 
needs of the horse. Stubbs said that for people who can't 
do this, they require a kind, gentle, and forgiving horse. 
Timid horses need not apply for this type of work. 

Another instructor whose years of experience 
have seen the joy between horse and rider is Bill Ritchie. 
Ritchie's credentials include membership to New England 
Horseman's Council, and he is a board member of the 
South Shore Horseman's Council, as well as being an 
NEHC registered judge. His students have ranged in 
age from four and a half years old to 81. Ritchie believes 
that kids take to riding more easily and tend to be less 
fearful, while it is the adult students who really want the 
experience. Many times, the adult students have waited 
decades to pursue their dream of riding and therefore are 
more invested on an emotional level. In his experience, 
the adult student gets more than just riding out of the 
program; they get a social outlet, a physical workout, and 
an emotional balm. 

One thing all trainers, instructors, and riders 
appreciate is that riding is one sport that demands 
continuous improvement. It also requires precision and an 
ability to use one's body to convey messages to the horse. 
Being an equestrian demands years of striving toward 
perfection. 

For those who teach people with serious 
challenges, there are different types of techniques 
employed to move the horse through its paces, and the 
rider strives towards perfection of small seemingly simple 
accomplishments like holding the reigns in their hands. 
For these students, however, they are achieving their

personal best every time they mount the horse. 

No one understands the mystery and the magic 
of bonding with horses more than Temple Grandin. A 
doctor in animal science and an expert on autism from 
the inside out. Dr. Grandin was born into a family that 
had the foresight to enrich her early life with educational 
and social opportunities that allowed her to reach her 
full potential. And standing beside her as she dealt with 
her struggles and many challenges were animals, more 
specifically horses. Grandin has traveled the world 
educating the masses both in the medical and veterinary 
fields on the relationship between horses and people 
with cognitive impairments. Riding isn't an inexpensive 
sport. But the lifelong benefits it bestows to the rider are 
priceless. 

As Craig and I discussed her program, the 
mention of Copper and how extremely important he 
was to the students was a theme she returned to with 
a tear in her eye. On her Seahorse Farms website she 
wrote: ''Copper is the reason Helping Hands and Hooves 
happened. This horse was a saint of a creature who was 
loved by everyone ... he became a top-notch lesson horse 
... he visited the first-grade class each June so they could 
learn about the kindness of a horse. He gave pony rides 
each summer at the town fair. He gave many people their 
first horse ride, and one woman who was dying of cancer, 
her last. He became our therapeutic riding horse when 
we started HHH. Many students would only do their

physical therapy if they were on Copper. He took students 
to the Special Olympic Trials, where they went on to win 
gold medals. Copper gave his students wings and his 
heart.'' 

Copper is buried in a nearby field, a space 
donated by one of Craig's neighbors, so that he could 
remain forever physically close to Craig and her family 
while resting peacefully in his family's heart. With Teddy 
taking over the role Copper once so proudly held, Craig 
will continue the work she feels she was meant to be 
doing - showing the eager special student how high they 
can fly on the back of a horse.

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Split Opinions on Old Colony Tree Removal 
By Nick Walecka 

An informational meeting and walkthrough on 
a planned tree removal on Rochester and Old Colony 
property turned heated Saturday morning as some 
neighbors voiced concern over the project. 

Forester Phil Benjamin of Benjamin Forestry 
Services presented a Forest Management Plan, which he 
said had already been approved by the School Committee 
as well as the State Forester, and he led those present on a 
walk around the proposed areas, where trees have already 
been marked for removal. 

"The focus of our business is the long-term 
management of the property," said Benjamin, adding that 
part of the organizers' plan is to promote age distribution 
among the trees in the forest. "We're trying to manage the 
forest with a long-range horizon." 

Neighbor Ken Pastie, who said his property is 
close to where some of the trees will be cleared, voiced 
concern over issues ranging from long-term damage to 
the forest to noise from heavy machinery to fire hazards, 
as well as many other issues he has with the project. 

"This is a money-making operation for the mill 
companies," said Pastie, who added that the 150-foot 
buffer zone between his property and the project wasn't 
enough to satisfy him. 

"We're agents for the landowner, not the saw 
mill," said Benjamin, who explained that a total of 44 
trees would be removed from the school property and 160 
from town property, which would amount to about five 
truckloads. 

The Forest Stewardship plan was funded by a 
2010 state grant acquired by the town's Conservation 
Commission in partnership with Old Colony, who 
approved the plan in 2011. Benjamin said that one of the 
primary goals of the project is to "reestablish the White 
Pine population" in the forest, which he said is suffering 
due to overcrowding. 

Ben Bailey, who serves on the Planning Board and 
owns property nearby, supported the project, saying that 
that he has knowledge of forest management plans and 
that he'd read through this one.

"This is 
not aimed strictly at harvesting for profit. We feel very 
confident in Mr. Benjamin.''

The first issue discussed was the ORR school 
budget. Gagne took the lead on the subject matter 
and brought to the group the issue of shortfalls and 
opportunities for improving communication between 
the School Committees, Finance Committees, and the 
Boards of Selectmen. Collectively, they decided to have 
a summit meeting which would bring together members 
of those entities in an effort to assist the school committee 
with delivering a more finely- tuned budget to the towns. 
They felt that if the School Committees were advised 
of the realities of revenue projections and state funding 
earlier in their budgeting processes, it would make for a 
smoother system and would foster greater cohesiveness 
with the town budgets. They set December 5 as a date 
to revisit school revenue and budgets with their finance 
committees and then invite school committee members to 
the discussions shortly thereafter. 

Taking things a bit out of rotation, necessitated 
by Cushing having to recuse himself from an agenda 
item, the third item on the agenda was second up 
for discussion: upcoming state water management 
regulations. Henry laid out his suggestion that the towns 
need someone working with SRPEDD to be on the inside 
track of any state-mandated water regulations that seem 
to be around the corner. This was voted on, and Henry

In an unrelated matter, but one also potentially 
involving SRPEDD, Henry spoke about the unsafe 
conditions of County Road. LaCamera said that the 
Rochester portion of County Road had been repaired. The 
group suggested to Henry that he should reach out to 
SRPEDD for traffic study data and assistance that could 
lead to securing some funding for repairs. 

The final item the group tackled was upcoming 
negotiations with cable service providers. Noting that 
the current contract expires in 2016, they agreed to 
continue any future agreement as a Tri-Town body versus 
individual towns. Gagne and Silva, along with Dawson, 
emphasized how agonizingly complicated contract talks 
are with service providers. They agreed on the necessity 
of enlisting a legal expert who could assist the Tri-Town in 
the process of securing the best agreement possible. 

Budget Forecast Sees Modest Jump

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LaCamera said he made conservative estimates 
using numbers from the past four years for things like 
state aid, excise taxes, and local receipts, adding that he 
didn't foresee any big jumps in revenue from any of those 
categories. 

He said that the overall budget for the town 
was about $18 million, and that the increase in funding 
came from tax revenue from permits from upward of 10 
construction projects, as well as $40,000 in revenue from 
the New Bedford Waterworks solar project, among other 
sources of revenue.

for the purchase of a vacuum truck to be used by all three 
towns. 

The truck, which is estimated to cost around 
$370,000, would be used to manage storm water in 
emergencies as well as in catch basins. According to 
Highway Supervisor Jeff Eldridge, the truck would be 
housed in Rochester because it is the only town with the 
facilities to do so. 

'T think it's a great item to regionalize," Eldridge 

said. 

The Selectmen also announced a decision to 
donate a 1993 ambulance to the town of Northfield. The 
ambulance has not been used by Rochester for some time, 
and according to LaCamera, Northfield has sponsored 
a survival program that Rochester seventh graders have 
attended for the past 45 years. 

'It has very little value on the auction market,'' 
LaCamera said. "They always support us. I think it's a 
great thing that we can do this for them."

cons of funding a town-owned pump out boat was 
beyond comprehension, it was debated nonetheless 
and defeated. Finance Committee Chairperson Patricia 
Donoghue disclosed to the assembled that the committee 
had not been informed that a commercial enterprise was 
providing pump out service to boaters in town prior to 
Town Meeting, and therefore could not advise the voters 
to approve the article. 

David Kaiser, 54 Ocean Dr., who operates the 
Mattapoisett Boat Yard, came forward to say that he was 
never asked if the services they have been providing to 
the town could be expanded to provide more and greater 
services, and he said he was surprised to learn of the 
article in the warrant for a new town-owned boat. 

"We've never had a complaint on the service 
we've been providing,'' he said. "There is a system in 
place. It is well known, we do 40 and 50 pump outs per 
week during the season. We could apply to the state for 
more hours and expand our contract. This is the first time 
I've heard about it - we were not consulted." The Article 
was defeated 72 to 29. 

With the balance of the articles presented in the 
warrant, there was little debate. The following articles 
passed: 

Article 1, Floodplain Map and Zoning 
Amendment: Although there was discussion regarding 
the multiple errors in FEMA mapping not only in 
Mattapoisett but through the country, the town had to 
accept the article in order to be eligible for flood relief in 
the event of a storm. Mike Gagne, Town Administrator, 
said he has been and will be working with a coalition 
of towns to find ways to get the FEMA maps corrected 
and the adjoining issue of escalating insurance rates 
addressed. 

Article 2, Bonding Costs For Waterfront Project: 

$2,200 to pay bond costs associated with the Waterfront 
Electrical Upgrade Project. 

Article 3, Sewer Inflow and Infiltration Study: 
$50,000 to fund sewer study 

Article 4, Fairhaven Sewer Apportionment of 
Sewer Costs for Mattapoisett: $4,600 to pay town's share 
of annual sewer system costs to Fairhaven.

Mixed-Use Project Faces Skepticism 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Four public hearings comprised the Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals agenda last week, but one 
dominated the proceedings. 

James Steidler's application for a special permit 
to allow construction of a mixed-use development at 
28 Marion Rd., complete with oversized signage and a 
variance request on an undersized lot, was ultimately 
continued until the December 12 ZBA meeting. Steidler's 
application teetered on the brink of rejection throughout 
this hearing, as most members came solidly down on the 
side of the project being inappropriate in both use and scale. 

The lot has been used commercially in the past, but 
the ZBA's Gilmore brothers - Kirby and Ben - argued that 
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the fire which left it vacant effectively wiped the zoning 
slate clean, and that there were no demonstrable hardships 
from Steidler to justify variances. Abutter John McGrath 
voiced strong opposition to the development, which would 
include four 24-foot commercial spaces and four one- 
bedroom apartments. 

"Fm completely opposed to this,'' McGrath said. 
"Fm directly across the street, and it will have a negative 
impact on the value of my property and my privacy.'' 

Steidler nearly withdrew his application during the 
meeting, but instead will regroup. 

"I thought that this was a good plan for the site," 
he said. "But I can see that you guys think it's over the top." 

The ZBA also continued until December 12 a 
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variance request to allow construction of a single-family 
home on an unaccepted portion of Snow's Pond Road. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, members approved Joe 
Rocha's variance from setback requirements at 237 Walnut 
Plain Rd. and Joe Mardo's variance to allow an accessory 
structure in the front yard that will exceed the height of 
his home at 1090 Walnut Plain Rd. 

Flooded With Questions 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

What should have been a simple clerical 
correction turned into a series of questions and comments 
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when the Mattapoisett Planning Board met on Friday. 

The FEMA Flood maps had erroneously shown 
the majority of homes in Harbor Beach as not being in 
a Flood Zone. Such a huge error would have left those 
homeowners vulnerable in the event of property damage 
from storms, as well as ineligible for flood insurance 
and federal aid. Two vacant areas, one located at the 
intersection of Brant Beach Avenue and Highland Avenue 
and the other at the intersection of Mattapoisett Neck 
and Antassawamock Road, also needed to be added back 
into the proper zone. Before the matter could be brought 
before voters during Monday's Town Meeting, a public 
hearing was required to advise the public of the board's 
intent to have the matter corrected. However, several 
business people and residents had other more profound 
issues to vet before the board members. 

Bill Cantor of 4 Prospect Rd. asked, ''By accepting 
this, are we accepting FEMA flood maps . . . without 
challenge?" 

Building Inspector Andrew Bobola replied, "This 
hearing is only for the affected areas noted [referring to a 
handout which detailed the errors at the beginning of the 
hearing] ... if we don't accept this and there is a storm, we 
won't be eligible for FEMA aid." 

Cantor said that he has heard that insurance 
rates for impacted areas are reaching upward of 25%, but 
Bobola said in the open market flood insurance can be 
75% to 500%. He said, "Mortgage holders have to have 
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flood insurance." He continued, "The thought of opting 
out, in my opinion as a public servant, I'd never suggest 
that." 

Sandra Dawson added her voice, armed with 
information she had just gathered for the hearing. 

"People in the real estate industry know about 
this issue; the average person doesn't," she said. She then 
shared information regarding FEMA mapping that has 
been so errant, as much as 50 percent, that many towns 
in Plymouth County are waging a battle with FEMA to 
correct the problem, most notably Marshfield. But beyond 
that, insurance rates that were to have been increased 
gradually are actually jumping by leaps and bounds. 
This skyrocketing of insurance rates is making house 
sales difficult for some sellers and out of reach for many 
would-be buyers. She cited a two-family property located 
at the corner of Mechanic and Water Street with an annual 
insurance price tag of a whopping $51,000. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker reminded 
the audience that the matter before them was simply a 
clerical matter, not an opportunity to change anything 
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with FEMA at this point in time. He told Dawson and 
others trying to express their concerns that this could 
be brought up during Town Meeting on Monday, but 
Dawson felt someone in a public service role might be 
better suited to bring these matters forward. 

FEMA mapping errors and escalating insurance 
rates have been reported for the last several months, but 
the full story has not been written yet. To date, Marshfield 
and Hingham are preparing to fight back. As written in 
the Wzcted Local/Hingham Journal: "Marshfield Citizens 
Coastal Coalition Chairman Joe Rossi said they are 
now expanding their outreach and educational efforts 
regionally. He announced that there will be a meeting on 
Nov. 21 in Marshfield of the Southeast Regional Coastal 
Coalition, place and time to be announced. The meeting 
is open to professionals, area residents, and town officials, 
and will kick off their efforts to rewrite future legislation." 

And from the Wareham Courier, an editorial 
written by House Speaker Robert A. DeLeo reads in 
part: "Following the deadly and costly super-storms 
of Katrina and Sandy of the last decade. Congress felt 
compelled to reform federal guidelines with respect to 
flood insurance. Unfortunately, the changes, in the form 
of the 2012 Biggert- Waters Flood Insurance Reform Act, 
end the federal subsidies for flood insurance and increase 
rates sometimes dramatically, perhaps by 25 percent 
on average. To make matters worse, these alterations 
are simultaneously taking place as a routine redrawing 
of flood maps. While the new paradigm is still taking 
shape, early reports suggest that changes could suspend 
progress in the housing market, in many localities, and 
send it reeling back to the dark days of the 2008 real-estate 
downturn." 

Mike Gagne, Town Administrator, who was in 
attendance at the hearing, said that he and the Board of 
Selectmen have been discussing this matter and are also 
concerned with the long-range implications these issues 
may have on a seacoast community. 

Mattapoisett's Planning Board moved to accept 
the FEMA map corrections and urged the public to bring 
their concerns to Town Meeting. 
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Town, Leisure Shores Marina Clash Again 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The evening's agenda wasn't very long, yet one 
hearing was anything but leisurely. The ongoing struggle 
to get Leisure Shores Marina, owned by Robert Ringuette, 
into compliance with local and state wetlands regulations 
came before the commission again. At a previous hearing, 
the commission requested a list of various documents 
so that they could ascertain whether or not Ringuette' s 
operation was working toward alignment with various 
waterway laws. This continuation failed to produce those 
documents. 

Represented by attorney Shephard Johnson, the 
applicant submitted various pieces of documentation 
meant to assuage the commission's concerns about 
noncompliant activities. However, those documents fell 
short of what had been requested, according to Chairman 
Peter Newton and the members of the commission. 

The specific areas of concern remained those 
of boat washing, scraping, cleaning, and Styrofoam 
floats that are falling apart and fouling the surrounding 
protected wetlands. These same concerns have been 
the main cause of consternation between the town and 
Ringuette for many years. But these weren't the only 
issues raised during the course of the hearing; other issues 
included the possibility of illegal filling in of wetlands 
and the parking of vehicles and boats in marshlands. 

The back and forth dialog between Newton 
and Johnson became rather heated at times as Newton 
repeatedly reminded Johnson of the need for documented 
disclosures that conclusively prove that the marina 
operation was moving towards compliance. The 
commission felt that the documents they did receive 
were far from forthcoming in detail. One letter, from the 
engineer who had previously delineated the wetlands by 
setting flags around the property, failed to denote any in- 
field data at each location. In the absence of such scientific 
information, the commission found they didn't have any 
actionable data with which to work. 

Chairman Newton told Johnson that boat- 
washing activities had not stopped at the marina and 
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that waste water was allowed to enter the protected 
waterways. Johnson cited state law which says that the 
statute of limitations within which the board could work 
was three years and that clearly the town knew about the 
marina work for more than a decade. Newton conceded 
that the town has known about illegal work taking place 
at the site, but he countered that numerous actions had 
been brought against Johnson's client to no avail. 

Johnson kept circling back to the time limitations, 
while Newton with the commission members elected 
to bring in outside peer review to settle the matter 
of wetland delineations. Johnson said that he felt the 
commission was escalating the matters before them 
toward litigation. But Newton said the commission 
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was only a part-time board with part-time staff, so that 
requesting peer review was logical to establish historical 
wetland delineations. 

''We asked at the last meeting for more 
information on the soil testing and wetlands 
encroachment that has occurred over time/' Newton said. 
"This project is very complex . . . the project would be best 
served by an outside consultant . . . we have a right to vote 
for an outside consultant." 

Bob Rogers of the commission offered to visit 
the marina and witness for himself and the benefit of the 
board members the conditions from his purview. "It's the 
unpermitted activities that need to be addressed," he told 
Johnson. Rogers was willing to help list all the areas of 
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concern, but Newton felt the commission had done that 
on more than one occasion. "I've been to the site twice 
and [Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold] has been 
there three times." 

Both sides felt frustrated with the lack of forward 
movement during the course of the evening's hearing. 
The commission voted to have the town's agent pursue 
quotes for outside peer review of the marina, contingent 
upon the applicant's willingness to pay for the services. 
"Let's get everything on the table and resolve these issues 
once and for all," Newton said. "Let's get this marina up 
to snuff." 

From the audience, the commission heard from 
Korrin Petersen, senior attorney for the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition. She stated for the record, "The Buzzards Bay 
Coalition applauds the efforts of the commission in their 
efforts to secure remediation of the wetlands." 

The hearing was continued until November 25. 

Other matters handled by the commission were 
a continuation of Mattapoisett Shores Association request 
for permission to move forward with beach nourishment 
into perpetuity. Newton and the commission members 
were uncomfortable committing the town and future 
commission members to such long-range agreements in 
the absence of a plan for storm-water runoff and erosion. 
The issue of runoff and erosion had been brought to the 
applicants by their engineer Walter Galuska of Tibbetts 
Engineering. Galuska said that he brought those issues 
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to the association, but they would be unable to act on 
anything until their first meeting in June of 2014. A 
compromise was reached after some discussion. The 
commission will allow one beach nourishment, but the 
association will need to come back with a plan to address 
erosion and runoff before additional nourishments can be 
allowed. 

A certificate of compliance was issued to Fadi 
Heneine of 65 Fairhaven Rd. Agent Leidhold gave her 
brief report, which included an update on Good Speed 
Island. She told the commission that the DEP is in the 
settlement stages at this point in time. 

The next Conservation Commission meeting is 
scheduled for November 25 at 6:30 pm. 

Medical Marijuana Zoning Bylaw Discussed 

Marion Planning Board

Betsy Dunn and Albin Johnson of the Marion 
Board of Health came before the Marion Planning Board 
to discuss the issue of a medical marijuana zoning bylaw 
in Marion. 

The consensus was to let the state regulations 
prevail rather than fight the facilities, in the process 
saving the town hours of regulation and possible 
litigation, which might prove futile on the issue. 

"The annual fee for running a medical marijuana 
practice requires a $500,000 bond and a $50,000 license per 
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year to be in business/' Dunn said. "That will dominate 
the issue and have the state regulations prevail/' 

Dunn presented information and statistics and 
noted that only those diagnosed with medical conditions 
such as cancer, glaucoma, AIDS, HIV, Hepatitis C, 
ALC, Crohn's Disease, Parkinson's disease. Multiple 
Sclerosis and others would qualify one for use of medical 
marijuana. 

A patient must obtain written certification from 
a physician with whom the patient has a "bona fide" 
physician-patient relationship. That relationship would 
qualify the individual for a "60-day supply" of ten ounces 
for a period of one year. 

The board agreed to put the issue to Town 
Counsel Jon Witten for an opinion. 

Next up was a healthy discussion about the 
Master Plan for the town. Much discussion ensued, with 
each board member giving input. 

"When you look at the matrix, this is more than 
we can deal with over our time on the board over the 
next two to three years," said board member Rico Ferrari, 
comparing the 2015 Master Plan with those of 1996, 1988, 
and 1974. "We need to prioritize, as a Planning Board, to 
find out what we can accomplish and put a target end 
date on those items." 

Board member Jay Ryder chimed in and noted 
that "most of the people who live here don't want the 
town to change ... they want it to stay the same." The

Ready for Prime Time? 

Marion Conservation Commission

What is the Conservation Commission, and what 
do they do? 

Well, they protect our waterways and strive 
to keep human impact on wetlands, critters, and other 
wildlife in check. 

A discussion was held regarding televising the 
Conservation Commission meetings. Member Steve 
Gonsalves, along with member Norm Hills, spoke and 
said that most other town meetings are televised. 

Members said that perhaps certain vital issues, 
such as the environmental issue with the 40B project, 
would make for informative broadcasts. The board 
discussed the issue, with the majority favoring televising 
the meetings. 

Two back-to-back agenda items dominated 
the discussion at Wednesday's Marion Conservation 
Commission meeting. At issue was the definition and 
delineation of an "intermittent stream." The properties 
which abut the stream in question are located at 456, 468, 
and 470 Point Rd. 

Blankenship Trust LLC, which brokers the 
properties at 468 and 470 Point Road, had a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to confirm that the stream 
running in a northerly-southerly direction through the 
property meets the definition of an intermittent stream. 

Dave Davignon, of Schneider & Associates, 
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represented the applicant and provided maps and 
details of the area. The board wants to revisit the site to 
determine the culvert and locate the stream in question. 

Next up was a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for general maintenance of the pier and 
seawalls at 29 Water St. Work includes replacing stones 
that have fallen out of the abutments, grouting, and 
replacing rotted railings, decking, and timbers as needed. 

Ken Michaels, of KM Building and Remolding 
Inc., represented the applicant and answered questions 
from the committee. "All work will be done at low tide 
and from the land,'' Michaels said. 

An approval was given to Hammett's Cove 
Homeowners' Association at Blackball Court for a 
Request for Determination of Applicability after repaving 
the asphalt entrance driveway, sealcoating the cul-de-sac, 
and regrading the bluestone common driveways. 

Also discussed, but with approval delayed, 
was a request by Christopher Kmiec of 14 Aucoot Ave. 
to relocate a pile of large rocks. Mr. Kmiec, represented 
by Susan Nielson and Daniel Gagne of CLEngineering, 
proposed placing the rocks in a row a minimum of 15 feet 
from the bordering vegetated wetland line, and landward 
of an existing stone and masonry wall running near the 
line. The commission discussed the matter and wanted 
to revisit the area due to the thought that the realignment 
of the large stones might cause beach erosion or have an 
impact on neighboring property. 
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Lastly, the board approved a Certificate of 
Compliance to the Kittansett Club for temporarily 
stockpiling fill materials along the landward side of a 
coastal bank at the driving range. 

Minutes of the October 9 and 23 were approved. 
The next meeting of the Conservation Commission is 
scheduled for December 11. 
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New Intruder Response Program for District 

ORR School Committee

During a sobering discussion last week, the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee discussed with Tri- 
Town law enforcement officials the implementation of a 
revamped plan in the event of an attack on campus. 

The Alert-Lockdown-Inform-Counter-Evacuate 
safety plan, or A.L.I.C.E., is rapidly becoming the new 
national standard in crisis response at educational 
institutions, according to Rochester Police Chief Paul 
Magee and Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons. 

''We want to teach what the current trend is, and 
get up to speed with the rest of the country'' Magee said. 
"We owe it to the kids in the district to use these best 
practices." 

Whereas past procedures relied mainly on a 
lockdown system, A.L.I. C.E. incorporates a potential 
physical response on the part of faculty and age- 
appropriate students, as well as a controlled evacuation, if 
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possible. 

While law enforcement officials called the 
response plan ''common sense'' and described it as giving 
faculty, staff, and students a "fighting chance," they also 
said that they understood that the "C" - for "Counter" - 
in A.L.I. C.E. would concern parents and other community 
members. 

"We are making sure the parents are informed," 
ORR School District Superintendent Doug White said. 

Lyons said that engendering the support of 
parents and faculty, as well as the right training and 
technology, will be crucial in installing the new response 
system. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, ORR School Committee 
members debated the increase in study-abroad proposals, 
with several fretting whether there are too many. 

In addition, ORR junior Justin Smilan was 
awarded the Superintendent's Certificate of Academic 
Excellence. Smilan' s credentials - including a 5 on the AP 
Calculus exam. National Honor Society membership, a 
4.521 CPA, debate team, and more - are staggering. 

Finally, ORR Junior High Principal Kevin Brogioli 
and High School Principal Michael Devoll briefed the 
committee on MCAS trends, with Brogioli expressing 
concern over open response scores in both English and 
Math. 

"We mirror the trends in the state, in some cases 
we are above the state average by a healthy margin," 
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Children's Skating Program 

Tabor Academy Ice Rink 
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February 22, 2014 
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Brogioli said. "But I think we should be better than that/' 

DevoU, meanwhile, said he was pleased with 
several areas of ORR's performance, particularly a 
Student Growth Profile jump in math from 37.5 in 2012 to 
52 in 2013. 

"We are very, very happy with that," DevoU said. 
"Extremely proud." 

The ORR School Committee is next scheduled to 
meet on December 11. 

Budget Transfers and Assessment Top Agenda 

Mattapoisett School Committee

While Fall Town Meeting was under way down 
the street, the Mattapoisett School Committee conducted a 
brisk meeting highlighted by community improvements, 
a revamped kindergarten assessment program, and 
budget transfers. 

Among the four transfers presented by Old 
Rochester Regional School District Superintendent 
Doug White and approved by the Mattapoisett School 
Committee were $43,171 for an additional sixth-grade 
teacher and $27,815 for the reading program, taken from 
such accounts as transportation and supplies. 

Center School Principal Rose Bowman told the 
committee during her report that kindergarteners will 
receive two progress reports and two report cards this 
year. As a participant in the Massachusetts Kindergarten 
Entry Assessment pilot program. Center School is 
"looking at all of the indicators," Bowman said, noting 
that the new assessments will more than double the areas 
of growth and development. 

"It's quite an extensive process," Bowman said. 
"It's quite intense, but we're honored to be a part of the 
pilot program to figure out the best assessment system 
for kindergarteners, how this information can be shared 
in the most logical way so that parents can see what their 
children have accomplished." 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the committee 
approved an Eagle Scout project to repair a shed at Old 
Hammondtown School, as well as a MATTREC proposal 
to refurbish the Softball fields there. In addition. Facilities 
Director Gene Jones updated the committee on a new 
lawn tractor purchased by the town for grounds keeping. 
He also told members that a heating component at Center 
School had been repaired, while an air quality test at OHS 
came back with "extremely excellent results." 

The next Mattapoisett School Committee meeting 
is scheduled for December 8.

To the Constable(s) of the Town of Rochester in the County of Plym- 
outh, Greetings. 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town qualified to vote 
in Town affairs to meet at the Rochester Memorial School, 16 Pine Street 
in said Town on Monday, November 25, 2013 at seven p.m. (7:00 p.m.) 
then and there to act on the following articles: 

ARTICLE 1: SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS 

To see if the Town will vote to transfer from available funds increases 
to the line items voted at the May 20, 2013 Annual Meeting. 

ARTICLE 2: USED LADDER TRUCK 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate by taxation, 
by transfer from available funds, by borrowing or any combination 
thereof, the sum of $75,000 more or less, for the costs of purchas- 
ing a ladder truck and any related equipment, and also including all 
costs incidental and related thereto, and to see whether to meet said 
appropriation the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, shall 
be authorized to borrow the full amount of such appropriation under 
General Laws Chapter 44 or any other general or special law, and to 
issue bonds or notes of the Town in connection therewith, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 3: FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT AMENDMENT 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Rochester Zoning 
By-laws, Section VII - Flood Plain District as follows: 

INSERT the following after the first paragraph of Section 3: 

a. Permitted Uses 

The following uses of low flood damage potential and caus- 
ing no obstructions to flood flows shall be allowed provided they 
are permitted in the underlying district and they do not require 

structures, fill, or storage of materials and equipment: 

1. Agricultural uses such as farming, grazing, truck farming, hor- 
ticulture and including normally accepted cranberry bog maintenance 
procedure. 

2. Forestry and nursery uses. 

3. Outdoor recreational uses, including fishing, boating, play 
areas, etc. 

4. Conservation of water, plants, wildlife. 

5. Wildlife management areas, foot, bicycle and/or horse paths. 

6. Appropriate nonresidential structures used in conjunction with 
fishing, growing, harvesting storage/sale of crops raised on the prem- 
ises. 

7. Buildings lawfully existing prior to the adoption of these provi- 
sions. 

b. Special Permits 

No structure or buildings, other than permitted above, shall 
be erected, constructed, substantially improved, or otherwise created or 
moved unless a special permit is granted by the board of appeals. Said 



board may issue a special permit hereunder (subject to other applicable 
provisions of this By-Law) if the application is compliant with the fol- 
lowing provisions: 

1. The proposed use shall comply in all respects with the provi- 
sions of the underlying district, and 

2. Within ten days of receipt of the application, the board shall 
transmit one copy of the development plan to the Conservation Com- 
mission, Planning Board, Board of Health, Town Engineer and Build- 
ing Inspector. Final action shall not be taken until reports have been 
received from the above Boards or until thirty-five days have elapsed, 
and 

3. All encroachments, including fill, new construction, substan- 
tial improvements to existing structures, and other development are 
prohibited unless certification by a registered professional engineer is 
provided by the applicant demonstrating that such encroachment shall 
not result in any increase in flood levels during the occurrence of the 
100-year flood, and 

4. The board may specify such additional requirements and condi- 
tions it finds necessary to protect the health, safety and welfare of the 
public and the occupants of the proposed use. 

ARTICLE 4: ROADSIDE STAND & FARM STAND DEFINITIONS 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section III of the Zon- 
ing By-Law by amending the existing definition of "Roadside Stand" 
and adding a new definition of "Farm Stand", as follows: 

"Roadside Stand 

An accessory structure for the sale of articles grown or pro- 
duced in the Town of Rochester." 

"Farm Stand (also referred to as an Accessory Structure) 

Any accessory structure more than 80 square feet in floor area used for 
the sale of produce, wine and dairy products provided that a minimum 
of 25% of such product(s) for sale, based on gross sales dollars, were 
produced on land within the Town of Rochester and at least an addi- 
tional 50% of such product(s) for sale, based upon gross sales dollars, 
were produced in Massachusetts." 

ARTICLE 5: ACCESSORY STRUCTURE DIMEN- 
SIONAL REGULATIONS 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section VIII.C.2 of the 
Zoning By-Law as follows: 

"2. Accessory structures: 

SEE CHART ON NEXT PAGE 

No accessory structure other than roadside stand shall be 
located within the front yard area or a minimum of 40 feet, whichever 
is greater. 

Height shall not exceed the height of the principal structure except 
where permitted below. 

(Amended: Article XXI, June 4, 2007 Annual Town Meeting) 

3. Religious, educational or municipal use except cemeter- 
ies."

ARTICLE 6: MEDICAL MARIJUANA TREATMENT CENTER 

To see if the Town will vote to add a definition to Section III for a 
Medical Marijuana Treatment Center and add regulatory language to 
Section IV as follows: 
"Section III 
Definitions 

Medical Marijuana Treatment Center 

A not-for-profit entity, as defined by Massachusetts law only, registered 
under Massachusetts law [Chapter 369 of the Acts of 2012], that 
acquires, cultivates, possesses, processes (including development of 
related products such as food, tinctures, aerosols, oils, or ointments), 
transfers, transports, sells, distributes, dispenses, or administers mari- 
juana, products containing marijuana, related supplies, or educational 
materials to qualifying patients or their personal caregivers." 

PERMITTED USE IN INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT 
"Section IV: Industrial District 

E. Uses Permitted by Special Permit 
8. Medical Marijuana Treatment Centers 

The Medical Marijuana District is an overlay district superimposed 
over the Industrial district as defined in these Zoning By-Laws as of 
June 9, 2003. Future changes in the boundary of this district shall re- 
quire specific reference to the Medical Marijuana District. The Zoning 
Board of appeals shall act as the special permit granting authority and 
may grant a special permit for any of the uses listed in the definition of 
Medical Marijuana Treatment Center in Section III. 

a. Purpose and Intent 

To provide for the limited establishment of Medical Mari- 
juana Treatment Centers in appropriate places and to minimize the ad- 
verse impacts of Medical Marijuana Treatment Facilities on residential 
neighborhoods, schools and other places where children congregate, 
and other land uses potentially incompatible with said facilities. 

b. Location 

No Medical Marijuana Treatment Center may be located 
within 1,000 feet of a school, church or other religious use, child care 
facility, family child care home, park, playground, drug or alcohol 
rehabilitation facility, or other Medical Marijuana Treatment Center. 
Distance shall be measured as the shortest between buildings, or as the 
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shortest distance between the building of the Medical Marijuana Treat- 
ment Center and the lot line of a church, child care facility, school, 
park, playground or other recreational area." 

ARTICLE 7: SITE PLAN REVIEW APPLICATION AND SITE 
PLAN REVIEW FEE 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section XVI. 1.1 3 of the Zoning 
By-Laws regarding Site Plan Review Application and Site Plan Review 
Fee as follows: 

1.13 Application Fee 

The application fee is specified in Section 6 of the Rules & 
Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land. The application fee 
shall be submitted in check form and made payable to the Town of 
Rochester. Other related fees shall also be submitted in check form and 
made payable to the appropriate entities, as directed by Planning Board 
staff. 

1.14 Site Plan Review Fee 

1. Minimum Review Fee Deposit 
The minimum review fee shall be the sum of estimates from the pro- 
fessional services described in Subparagraph 2, below. The Planning 
Board will use these services in its Site Plan review and evaluation 
process as established during the Pre-Submission Conference described 
in paragraph 1.5 above. The Site Plan Review fee system is intended 
to encourage the applicants to submit complete, accurate and thorough 
applications and supporting materials. 

The minimum Site Plan Review fee shall be submitted by the appli- 
cant at the same time the application and site plan are submitted to the 
Planning Board. The minimum review fee deposit shall be submit- 
ted in check form and made payable to the Town of Rochester. If the 
Planning Board finds that the amount of the deposit is not sufficient to 
cover the actual costs incurred during the Site Plan Review process, 
the applicant shall be required to submit additional funds to cover said 
costs. Failure to submit such additional funds shall be deemed a viola- 
tion of these regulations and shall be deemed reason to deny approval 
of the application. Once final review of the project is complete, based

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on the conditions of the Site Plan Review Decision, any remaining 
funds in the account shall be returned to the applicant upon a majority 
vote of the Planning Board. 

2. Costs Covered by the Review Fee 

The review fee shall be applied to all costs associated with 
the complete review of the Site Plan application and supporting materi- 
als as well as any post- approval inspection and reports, as determined 
by the Planning Board. This shall include, but not be limited to the 
use of engineering or other land-use consultants, professional planners, 
registered professional engineers, architects or landscape architects, 
attorneys or other professional consultants to advise the Board on in- 
formation presented by the applicant or the applicant's representatives 
on any and all aspects of the site plan. 

Retention by the Board of outside consultants in connection 
with review under this by-law shall be in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 53C. 

3. Planning Board Regulations 

The Planning Board, following a public hearing, may adopt 
and from time to time amend procedures for establishing fees includ- 
ing costs for in-house processing and review and the engagement of 
outside consultants. 

ARTICLE 8: SITE PLAN REVIEW BY-LAW AMENDMENT 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section XVI of the 
Zoning By-Laws as follows: 

Section XVL Site Plan Review 

1.6 Site Plan Approval Application Filing 

"An Applicant for Site Plan Approval shall file an applica- 
tion and site plan with the Planning Board accompanied by 15 copies 
of the Plan and any supporting documents, the application fee and 
minimum Site Plan Review fee as required by the Planning Board. On 
the same day, the applicant shall file a copy of the application and site 
plan with the Town Clerk. The Town Planner or Agent of the Planning 
Board shall then review the submitted materials to confirm that the 
application is complete pursuant to the submission requirements in this 
section. The date of submission to the Town Clerk shall be considered 
the date of receipt by the Planning Board. Such application and site 
plan shall include the elements on which the Planning Board is to 
make findings and determinations as provided in this section, and shall 
also include information as to the nature and extent of the proposed 
use structures, and such further information as the Planning Board 
shall reasonably require by rule or regulation in a Site Plan Review 
Manual." 

ARTICLE 9: INCREASE FEE FOR MARRIAGE INTENTION 

To see if the Town will vote to increase the Fee for Marriage Intentions 
from $5.00 to $20.00, effective December 1, 2013, or take any other 
action thereto. 

ARTICLE 10: COUNCIL ON AGING BY-LAW AMENDMENTS 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 3 of the Rochester 
Council on Aging By-laws by inserting the following as the second 
paragraph of that Section: 



"A Member absent at three consecutive meetings of the Council 
without reasonable cause shall be declared to have vacated his or her 
seat. After two such absences, the Council President shall notify the 
member by certified letter that that such member will be declared to 
have vacated the seat in the event the member is absent without reason- 
able cause at the next scheduled meeting. "Reasonable cause" includes 
absences for illness, severe weather conditions, family emergencies, a 
death in the family, child care issues, or an unexpected change in work 
schedule. In the event that the member is absent for a third consecu- 
tive meeting, without presenting a reasonable cause for such absence, 
the President shall as soon as possible thereafter notify the Board of 
Selectmen that the seat held by the member has been vacated. 

The Board of Selectmen shall fill the vacancy in accordance 
with this Section upon the recommendation of the remaining Council 
Board." 

, or take any action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 11: COMMUNITY PRESERVATION ACT 

To see if the Town will accept Sections 3 to 7, inclusive, of Chap- 
ter 44B of the General Laws, otherwise known as the Community 
Preservation Act, by approving a surcharge on real property for the 
purposes permitted under said Act, including acquisition, creation 
and preservation of open space, the acquisition and preservation of 
historic resources, the acquisition, creation and preservation of land for 
recreational use, the creation, preservation and support of community 
housing, and the rehabilitation and restoration of such open space, his- 
toric resources, land for recreational use and community housing that 
is acquired or created as provided under said Act: that the amount of 
such surcharge on real property shall be 1.5% of the annual real estate 
tax levy against real property that such surcharge on real property shall 
commence in fiscal year 2015; and that the Town hereby accepts the 
following exemption(s) from such surcharge permitted under Sec- 
tion 3(e) of said Act: property owned and occupied as a domicile by 
any person who qualifies for low income housing or low or moderate 
income senior housing in the Town as defined in G.L. c.59, paragraph 
2 A and $100,000 of the value of each taxable parcel of real property or 
to take any other action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 12: COMMUNITY PRESERVATION COMMITTEE 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Rochester Community Pres- 
ervation Committee as described in the Community Preservation Act 
Chapter 44B to study the needs, possibilities and resources of the Town 
and make recommendations to Town Meeting regarding community 
preservation in the areas of open space, historic resources, community 
housing and public recreation; said committee shall consist of five 
members serving two year terms; one member designated by the Con- 
servation Commission, one member designated by the Historic Com- 
mission, one member designated by the Planning Board, one member 
designated by the Park Commission and one member designated by the 
Housing Authority or by persons acting in those capacities or perform- 
ing those duties of the authority if it has not been established in the 
Town; the three members from Conservation Commission, Historic 
Commission and Planning Board shall serve two years and the two 
members from Park Commission and Housing Authority shall serve 
one year terms and two years thereafter.

To the Editor: 

On Monday, November 25, those of us in 
Rochester will have a chance to approve - or knock down 
- a motion to put the Community Preservation Act (CPA) 
on the town ballot for the spring. 

The CPA uses a combination of a local property 
tax surcharge and a statewide funding pool to pay for 
certain projects that can enrich a community's quality 
of life, but often never make it to the top of the list 
in any given budget cycle. These include preserving 
historical assets and green spaces, enhancing recreational 
opportunities, and creating innovative forms of moderate- 
income housing. 

Resistance to additional taxes is easy to 
understand. But because of the way CPA funding works, 
opposing this particular tax would be "penny wise and 
pound foolish,'' as the saying goes. 

First, unlike other local taxes, the surcharge 
triggers a sizable chunk of money coming to the town 
from the statewide fund. This year, a town that raised 
$100,000 through the local surcharge will get another 
$52,000 in matching funds. That's a total kitty of $152,000. 
Where else does that happen? The CPA fund can also be 
used as matching money to get substantial grants from 
private and public sources. 

The spending side also works very differently. 
You may have an idea on how to spend the state sales tax, 
excise tax, or income tax, but who are you going to tell?

With CPA, you can do 
both of these. 

Another difference between CPA funds and other 
state or municipal funds: CPA money is not subject to the 
"use it or lose it" limitations of fiscal year budgeting. CPA 
money can be left to grow from one year to another. That 
makes it possible to save and plan for larger projects. 
On your way to town meeting at Memorial School, 
you may pass signs advocating "no new taxes." I hope 
weTl all weigh that point of view against the benefits 
this small surcharge could bring Rochester: recreational 
opportunities such as riding trails, bike trails, parks and 
playgrounds; farm land and other open spaces protected 
from development; historic buildings, landscapes, papers, 
and objects preserved for future generations; affordable 
housing options for seniors, veterans, and moderate- 
income residents.

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Serious Business

12 Years a Slave, Starring Chiwetel Ejiofor and Michael 
Fassbender. Directed by Steve McQueen. Running time: 
134 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

12 Years a Slave is a serious movie. It manipulates, 
but not cheaply. It tells a story of survival and horrendous 
endurance, and does not find anything remotely enno- 
bling or inspirational in it. A man spends twelve years in 
hell for no sane reason. That he began life and spent much 
of his adulthood as a free man only heightens his anguish. 
The movie is based on the 1853 memoir of Solomon Nor- 
thup (Chiwetel Ejiofor), a free black man living in New 
York, who was drugged and kidnapped in Washington, 
D.C., and sold into slavery. Director Steve McQueen and 
scripter John Ridley offer the audience no comforting 
way to get our heads around the situation, its outcome 
(the men who kidnapped Northup ultimately got away 
with it), or the fact that millions of other human beings in 
slavery had never known freedom and never would. 

McQueen, until now best known for his art-house 
studies Hunger (about Irish hunger striker Bobby Sands) 
and Shame (about a sex addict), lends 12 Years a Slave 
some dabs of dreamlike imagery — red sunlight peek- 
ing through the gnarled tree branches of New Orleans; 
a steamboat's paddle wheel gnashing away at the river. 
But for the most part he approaches the narrative straight 
on and sober, with long, long takes bearing the weight of 
cruelty. At one point, Northup hangs from a tree by his 
neck, his feet just barely touching the muddy ground, 
while the other slaves go about their business elsewhere 
in the frame. We stare at Northup hanging there for what 
feels like hours, but is probably just a couple of minutes of 
screen time. 

The film's only real concession to conventional 
heart-tugging is Hans Zimmer's score, at times a bit 
too insistent or ominous. 12 Years a Slave has its share of 
brutality, but I never felt a sadistic impulse behind it on 
the filmmakers' part, the way I sometimes feel it from 
Schindler's List. The violence here is just sad and repulsive, 
and even when Northup loses his even keel and lashes 
out at a contemptible overseer (Paul Dano), the sequence 



isn't rhythmed to achieve a "yeah, go get him!" effect — 
we are, again, saddened, this time because the intelligent 
and gentle Northup has been provoked to act against his 
nature. 

I'm not sure acting will get any finer this season 
than the scenes between rancid plantation owner Edwin 
Epps (Michael Fassbender, McQueen's suffering avatar 
in his previous films) and despairing slave Patsey (Lupita 
Nyong'o). Epps is sexually obsessed with Patsey, who 
picks more cotton than anyone on the plantation; her 
reward is rape, and assorted abuse not only from Epps 
but from his jealous wife (Sarah Paulson). Fassbender, like 
Ralph Fiennes in Schindler's List, goes beyond boilerplate 
evil into a deeply twisted humanity, while Nyong'o — in 
her feature-film debut — offers a devastating portrait 
of exhausted horror and misery. Patsey' s story violently 
refutes any easy sustenance we could derive from North- 
up' s. He was born in freedom and will eventually return 
to it; she wasn't, and won't. 

As for Chiwetel Ejiofor, this is the major leading 
role he has deserved for some time, and he more than 
earns it, shivering in silent, profound disgust at Northup' s 
situation and surroundings, a man reduced to machin- 
ery. What impressed me most about 12 Years a Slave is its 
unstressed subtext dealing with the financial apparatus 
of slavery. Paul Giamatti ("My sentimentality extends the 
length of a coin") shows up as a slave trader who displays 
his human wares as nonchalantly as a car salesman taking 
a buyer on a tour of his dealership floor. Both slaveown- 
ers we meet in the movie — the first is the largely less 
sadistic William Ford (Benedict Cumberbatch) — have 
their money problems, suggesting that the god that the 
slaves desperately pray and sing to is having his little 
joke on mortals who set themselves up as God. Caterpil- 
lars munching on cotton in Epps' field are described as 
a "plague," which, coming from a man like Epps who 
professes to know his Bible, is an ironic metaphor. Near 
the end. Brad Pitt turns up as an itinerant carpenter who 
implies that slavery runs against the very order of the 
universe, echoing the earlier words of a favored house 
mistress (Alfre Woodard). Eventually the apparatus will 
— must — come crashing down. Or will it? According to 
the Global Slavery Index, there are 29.8 million people in 
slavery worldwide today. The United States accounts for 
nearly 60,000 of those. Food for thought as you tuck into 
your Thanksgiving dinners.
